of this Act shall not be construed or held to abrogate or in
any way af f ect t he power of «cities, villages, and
incorporated towns to regulate, restrain and prohibit the use
of fireworks, firecrackers, t or pedoes, Roman candl es,
skyrockets and other pyrotechnic displays wthin their
corporate limts.

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, a

Section 10. The Fireworks Use Act is anended by changing

Section 2 as foll ows:

(425 ILCS 35/2) (fromCh. 127 1/2, par. 128)

Sec. 2. Possessi on, sal e, or use of fireworks

prohi bited; local permts.

(a) Except as hereinafter provided it shall be unl awf ul
for any person, firm co-partnership, or corporation to
knowi ngly possess, offer for sale, expose for sale, sell at
retail, or use or explode any fireworks; provided that <city
councils in cities, the president and board of trustees in
vill ages and incorporated towns, and outside the corporate
limts of cities, villages and incorporated towns, the county
board, shall have power to adopt reasonable rules and
regul ations for the granting of permts for supervised public
di spl ays of fireworks. Every such display shall be handl ed by
a conpetent individual designated by the local authorities
herein specified and shall be of such a character and so
| ocated, discharged or fired, as not to be hazardous to
property or endanger any person or persons. Application for
permts shall be made in witing at | east 15 days in advance
of the date of the display and action shall be taken on such
application wthin 48 hours after such application is nade.
After such privilege shall have been gr ant ed, sal es,
possession, use and distribution of fireworks for such
display shall be Ilawful for that purpose only. No permt
grant ed hereunder shall be transferable.

Permts may be granted hereunder to any groups of 3 or
nore adult individuals applying therefor. No permt shall be
requi red, under the provisions of this Act, for supervised
public displays by State or County fair associations.

The governing body shall require a bond fromthe Iicensee
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in a sumnot |less than $1, 000 conditioned on conpliance with
the provisions of this law and the regulations of the State
Fire Marshal adopted hereunder, except that no nmunicipality
shall be required to file such bond.

Such permt shall be issued only after inspection of the
display site by the issuing officer, to determ ne that such
di splay shall not be hazardous to property or endanger any
person or persons. Forns for such application and permt may
be obtained fromthe Ofice of the State Fire Marshal. One
copy of such permt shall be on file with the issuing
officer, and one copy forwarded to the Ofice of the State
Fire Marshal .

(b) Possession by any party holding a certificate of
regi stration under "The Fi r ewor ks Regul ation Act of
I[1linois", filed July 20, 1935, or by any enployee or agent
of such party or by any person transporting fireworks for
such party, shall not be a violation, provi ded such
possession is wthin the scope of business of the fireworks
pl ant registered under that Act.

(c) It is not a violation of this Act for a person (i)

to use a pyrotechnic device in a nigratory waterfow or other

bird depredation program approved by the United States Fi sh

and Wldlife Service or the Departnent of Natural Resour ces,

or (ii) to possess such a device for that use, or (iii) to

offer for sale, expose for sale, or sell such a device to a

person for that use. Notw thstandi ng any other provision of

this Act, a | ocal gover nnent al unit nay not prohibit or

otherwise requlate the wuse of a pyrotechnic device in a

magratory waterfow or other bird depr edati on pr ogr am

approved by the United States Fish and WIldlife Service or

the Department of Natural Resources in a nmnner nor e

restrictive than the reqgulation by the State of the use of

such devices under this anendatory Act of the 92nd GCenera

Assenbly.

Section 15. The Firearm Omers ldentification Card Act

i s anended by changing Section 1.1 as foll ows:

(430 ILCS 65/1.1) (fromCh. 38, par. 83-1.1)

Sec. 1.1. For purposes of this Act:

"Counterfeit" nmeans to copy or imtate, wthout |egal
authority, with intent to deceive.

"Firearnt neans any device, by whatever nanme known, which
is designed to expel a projectile or projectiles by the
action of an explosion, expansion of gas or escape of gas;
excl udi ng, however:

(1) any pneumatic gun, spring gun, paint ball gun
or B-B gun which either expels a single globular
projectile not exceeding .18 inch in dianeter and which
has a maxi mum nuzzle velocity of less than 700 feet per
second or breakable paint balls containing washable
mar ki ng col ors;

(1.5) any pyrotechni c device approved by the United

States Fish and Wldlife Service or the Departnent of

Nat ur al Resources for use in a mqgratory waterfow or

other bird depredati on program

(2) any device used exclusively for signalling or
safety and required or recomended by the United States
Coast CGuard or the Interstate Comrerce Conmi ssion

(3) any device used exclusively for the firing of
stud cartridges, explosive rivets or simlar industrial
amuni tion; and

(4) an antique firearm (other than a nachine-gun)

whi ch, although designed as a weapon, the Departnent of
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State Police finds by reason of the date of its
manuf acture, value, design, and other characteristics is
primarily a collector's itemand is not |likely to be used
as a weapon.

"Firearm ammuni tion" neans any self-contained cartridge
or shotgun shell, by whatever nane known, which is designed
to be used or adaptable to wuse in a firearm excluding,
however :

(0.5) any sel f - cont ai ned cartridge exclusively

desi gned for use with a pyrotechnic device approved by

the United States Fish and WIldlife Service or the

Departnment of Natural Resources for use in a nigratory

waterfow or other bird depredation program

(1) any ammunition exclusively designed for use
with a device used exclusively for signalling or safety
and required or recommended by the United States Coast
GQuard or the Interstate Commerce Conmm ssion; and

(2) any ammunition designed exclusively for use
with a stud or rivet driver or other simlar industrial
ammuni ti on.

Sec. 24-2. Exenptions.

(a) Subsections 24-1(a)(3), 24-1(a)(4) and 24-1(a)(10)
and Section 24-1.6 do not apply to or affect any of the
fol | ow ng:

(1) Peace officers, and any person summoned by a
peace officer to assist in making arrests or preserving
the peace, while actually engaged in assisting such

of ficer.
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(2) \Wardens, superint endent s and keepers of
prisons, penitentiaries, jails and other institutions for
the detention of persons accused or convicted of an
of fense, while in the performance of their official duty,
or while comuting between their homes and places of
enpl oynent .

(3) Menbers of the Arned Services or Reserve Forces
of the United States or the Illinois National Guard or
t he Reserve Oficers Training Corps, while in the
performance of their official duty.

(4) Special agents enployed by a railroad or a
public utility to perform police functions, and guards of
arnored car conpanies, while actually engaged in the
performance of the duties of their enpl oynent or
commuting between their honmes and pl aces of enpl oynent;
and wat chmen while actually engaged in the performance of
the duties of their enploynent.

(5) Persons i censed as private security
contractors, private det ecti ves, or private alarm
contractors, or enployed by an agency certified by the
Department of Professional Regulation, if their duties
i nclude the carrying of a weapon under the provisions of
t he Private Detective, Private Alarm and Private
Security Act of 1983, while actually engaged in the
per f or mance of the duties of their enploynent or
commut i ng between their honmes and places of enploynent,
provided that such comruting is acconplished within one
hour from departure from hone or place of enploynent, as
the case may be. Persons exenpted under this subdivision
(a)(5) shall be required to have conpleted a course of
study in firearns handling and training approved and
supervised by the Departnent of Professional Regul ation
as prescribed by Section 28 of the Private Detective,

Private Alarm and Private Security Act of 1983, prior to
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becom ng eligible for this exenption. The Departnent of
Pr of essi onal Regul ati on shal | provi de sui tabl e
docunentati on denonstrating the successful conpletion of
the prescribed firearns training. Such docunentation
shall be carried at all times when such persons are in
possessi on of a conceal abl e weapon.

(6) Any person regularly enployed in a comrercial
or industrial operation as a security guard for the
protection of persons enployed and private property
related to such commercial or industrial operation, while
actually engaged in the performance of his or her duty or
travel ing between sites or properties belonging to the
enpl oyer, and who, as a security guard, is a nenber of a
security force of at |least 5 persons registered wwth the
Depart ment of Professional Regul ation; provided that such
security guard has successfully conpleted a course of
study, approved by and supervised by the Departnent of
Prof essi onal Regulation, consisting of not |ess than 40
hours of training that includes the theory of |aw
enforcement, liability for acts, and the handling of
weapons. A person shall be considered eligible for this
exenption if he or she has conpleted the required 20
hours of training for a security officer and 20 hours of
required firearmtraining, and has been issued a firearm
authorization card by the Departnent of Professional
Regul at i on. Conditions for the renewal of firearm
aut hori zation cards issued under the provisions of this
Section shall be the sanme as for those cards issued under
the provisions of the Private Detective, Private Al arm
and Private Security Act of 1983. Such firearm
aut hori zation card shall be carried by the security guard
at all times when he or she is in possession of a
conceal abl e weapon.

(7) Agents and investigators of the Illinois
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Legi slative I nvestigating Conm ssion authorized by the
Commi ssion to carry the weapons specified in subsections
24-1(a)(3) and 24-1(a)(4), while on duty in the course of
any investigation for the Comm ssion.

(8) Persons enployed by a financial institution for
the protection of other enployees and property related to
such financial institution, while actually engaged in the
performance of their duties, commuting between their
homes and places of enploynent, or traveling between
sites or properties owed or operated by such financial
institution, provided that any person so enployed has
successfully conpleted a course of study, approved by and
supervi sed by the Departnent of Professional Regulation,
consisting of not |ess than 40 hours of training which
i ncludes theory of |law enforcenent, liability for acts,
and the handling of weapons. A person shall be considered
to be eligible for this exenption if he or she has
conpleted the required 20 hours of training for a
security officer and 20 hours of required firearm
training, and has been issued a firearm authorization
card by the Departnent of Professional Regul at i on.
Conditions for renewal of firearm authorization cards
i ssued under the provisions of this Section shall be the
sane as for those issued under the provisions of the
Private Detective, Private Alarm and Private Security Act
of 1983. Such firearm authorization card shall be
carried by the person so trained at all times when such
person is in possession of a conceal able weapon. For
purposes of this subsection, "financial institution”
means a bank, savings and | oan association, credit union
or conpany providing arnored car services.

(9) Any person enployed by an arnored car conpany
to drive an arnored car, while actually engaged in the

performance of his duties.
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(10) Persons who have been classified as peace
of ficers pursuant to the Peace Oficer Fire Investigation
Act .

(11) Investigators of the Ofice of the State's
Attorneys Appel |l ate Prosecutor authorized by the board of
governors of the Ofice of the State's Attorneys
Appel | ate Prosecutor to carry weapons pursuant to Section
7.06 of the State's Attorneys Appellate Prosecutor's Act.

(12) Special investigators appointed by a State's
Attorney under Section 3-9005 of the Counties Code.

(13) Court Security O ficers whi | e in t he
performance of their official duties, or while comuting
bet ween their hones and places of enploynent, wth the
consent of the Sheriff.

(13.5) A person enployed as an arned security guard
at a nucl ear energy, storage, weapons or devel opnent site
or facility regul at ed by the Nuclear Regulatory
Comm ssi on who has conpl eted the background screeni ng and
training mandated by the rules and regulations of the
Nucl ear Regul at ory Conm ssi on.

(14) Manufacture, transportation, or sale of
weapons to persons authorized wunder subdivisions (1)
through (13.5) of this subsection to possess those
weapons.

(b) Subsections 24-1(a)(4) and 24-1(a)(10) and Section

24-1.6 do not apply to or affect any of the follow ng:

(1) Menbers of any club or organization organized
for the purpose of practicing shooting at targets upon
established target ranges, whether public or private, and
patrons of such ranges, while such nmenbers or patrons are
using their firearns on those target ranges.

(2) Duly authorized mlitary or civil organizations
while parading, wth the special permssion of the

or the Departnment of Natural Resources.

(c) Subsection 24-1(a)(7) does not apply to or affect
of the follow ng:

(1) Peace officers while in performance of their
of ficial duties.

(2) \Wardens, superint endent s and keepers of
prisons, penitentiaries, jails and other institutions for
the detention of persons accused or convicted of an
of f ense.

(3) Menbers of the Arned Services or Reserve Forces
of the United States or the Illinois National Guard,
while in the performance of their official duty.

(4) Manufacture, transportation, or sale of machine
guns to persons authorized under subdivisions (1) through
(3) of this subsection to possess nachine guns, if the
machi ne guns are broken down in a non-functioning state
or are not imedi ately accessi bl e.

(5) Persons i censed under f eder al law to
manuf acture any weapon fromwhich 8 or nore shots or
bullets can be discharged by a single function of the
firing device, or ammunition for such weapons, and
actually engaged in the business of manufacturing such
weapons or ammuni ti on, but only wth respect to
activities which are within the Ilawful scope of such
busi ness, such as the manufacture, transportation, or

testing of such weapons or ammunition. This exenption
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does not authorize the general private possession of any
weapon fromwhich 8 or nore shots or bullets can be
di scharged by a single function of the firing device, but
only such possession and activities as are within the
| awful scope of a I|icensed manuf act uri ng busi ness
described in this paragraph.

During transportation, such weapons shall be broken
dowmn in a non-functioning state or not immediately
accessi bl e.

(6) The manufacture, transport, testing, delivery,
transfer or sal e, and all  lawful comercial or
experinmental activities necessary thereto, of rifles,
shot guns, and weapons nade fromrifles or shotguns, or
ammunition for such rifles, shotguns or weapons, where
engaged in by a person operating as a contractor or
subcontractor pursuant to a contract or subcontract for
the developnment and supply of such rifles, shotguns,
weapons or ammunition to the United States governnent or
any branch of the Armed Forces of the United States, when
such activities are necessary and incident to fulfilling
the terns of such contract.

The exenption granted under this subdivision (c)(6)
shall also apply to any authorized agent of any such
contractor or subcontractor who is operating wthin the
scope of his enploynent, where such activities involving
such weapon, weapons or ammunition are necessary and
incident to fulfilling the terns of such contract.

During transportation, any such weapon shall be
broken down in a non- functi oni ng st at e, or not
i mredi at el y accessi bl e.

(d) Subsection 24-1(a) (1) does not apply to the

purchase, possession or carrying of a bl ack-j ack or

sl ung-shot by a peace officer.

(e) Subsection 24-1(a)(8) does not apply to any owner,
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manager or authorized enpl oyee of any place specified in that
subsection nor to any | aw enforcenent officer

(f) Subsection 24-1(a)(4) and subsection 24-1(a)(10) and
Section 24-1.6 do not apply to nenbers of any club or
organi zati on organi zed for the purpose of practicing shooting
at targets upon established target ranges, whether public or
private, while using their firearns on those target ranges.

(g) Subsections 24-1(a)(11) and 24-3.1(a)(6) do not
apply to:

(1) Menbers of the Armed Services or Reserve Forces
of the United States or the 1Illinois National Guard,
while in the performance of their official duty.

(2) Bonafide collectors of antique or surplus
mlitary ordi nance.

(3) Laboratories having a departnent of forensic
bal li stics, or specializing in the developnent of
ammuni tion or expl osive ordinance.

(4) Commerce, preparation, assenbly or possession
of explosive bullets by manufacturers of ammunition
licensed by the federal governnent, in connection wth
the supply of those organizations and persons exenpted by
subdivision (g)(1) of this Section, or |like organi zations
and persons outside this State, or the transportation of
explosive bullets to any organi zation or person exenpted
in this Section by a common carrier or by a vehicle owned
or |l eased by an exenpted nmanufacturer.

(h) An information or indictnent based upon a violation
of any subsection of this Article need not negative any
exenptions contained in this Article. The defendant shal
have the burden of proving such an exenption.

(1) Nothing in this Article shall prohibit, apply to, or
affect the transportation, carrying, or possession, of any
pistol or revolver, stun gun, taser, or other firearm

consigned to a common carrier operating under license of the
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State of Illinois or the federal governnent, where such
transportation, carrying, or possession is incident to the
| awf ul transportation in which such comon carrier 1is
engaged; and nothing in this Article shall prohibit, apply
to, or affect the transportation, carrying, or possession of
any pistol, revolver, stun gun, taser, or other firearm not
the subject of and regulated by subsection 24-1(a)(7) or
subsection 24-2(c) of this Article, which 1is unloaded and
enclosed in a case, firearmcarrying box, shipping box, or
ot her container, by the possessor of a valid Firearm Owners
| denti fication Card.
